In response to the Examiner's request, the title has been changed. 

In response to the drawing rejection, Fig, 1 has been modified to include a 
decoupling capacitor recited in claim 5. Enclosed is a modified Fig. 1 showing a 
decoupling capacitor 2 on substrate 10. 

Claims 4-5, 8-9 and 15 have been rejected under 35 LLS.C. 112, second 
paragraph. Claim 4 has been amended to change "said protuberance" to "a 
protuberance" an example of which is enlargement 13 of Fig. 2. Claim 3 has been 
amended to depend from claim 7. As to claim 15 with first paragraph of the Detailed 
Description at page 5 of the Specification describes an example of the "electrical 
conductor patterns". Applicants do not understand the Examiner's comments on claim 
15, Fig, 8 shows an example of this claim. * 

Claims 1-2, 6-8 and 11^14 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Motooka et al. which has a priority date of 9-21-1995 and therefore is 
not a reference to the present application which has a priority date of 4-30-1993: <l-/ 
Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-3 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Khandros which has a priority date of 1 1-16-1993 and therefore is not a reference 
to the present application which has a priority date of 4-30-1993/ Withdrawal of this 
rejection is respectfully requested.
